Madrid, May I9—The cortes has rejected an 
amendment to the constitution proposing to 
make Spain a federal republio, the vote stand- 
ing 182 against 64.

New York, May 17.—The Buenos Ayers 
Standard of the 30th ultimo, states that Minis- 
ter M’Mahon has arrived at Asuncion, but is 
reticent concerning his trip into the interior, 
A small force of Paraguayan cavalry keeps 
hovering about the allied out-posts, but has 
made no attack. Insurbordination appeared in 
the ranks of the allies when ordered to march 
into the interior. It is not expected the allies 
will be prepared to march for at least two 
months. 

The World’s Buenos ayres letter mentions 
some recent raids by Lopez upon the allies and 
escaping unhurt. Lopez has established a pow 
der mill in the city of Montevideo.

Several deputy marshals attempting io take 
possession of a liquor still in Brooklyn, were 
assaulted by a crowd of several hundred resi- 
dents of that locality, and driven of without 
accomplishing their object. 

London, May 20—The anniversary of the 
peace society was held here to-day; resolu» 
tions were adopted deprecating the rejection of 
the Alabama claims treaty, and hoping that if 
the statesmen of the two conntries were unable 
to grapple with the emergency, that reason and 
christianity of two great nations would inter- 
poge and prevent war. 


Hong Kong advices to April 28th state that 
placards have been posted throughout the 
Chinese empire denouncing Christian mission» 
aries in the most violent terms. 

It is rumored that a Chinese official of 
high rank in Pekin, in a fit ot anger, slap- 
ped the face of the French ambassador, 
Count de Lumande, and the flag over the 
French Legation bas been hauled down, The 
Chinese government is very uneasy in con- 
sequence, and fears ara entertained of fur- 
ther encroachments on her territory by the 
Russians.

lowed uponthe final dissalution of the Romun 
Empire was marked Ly the alaost abgolute 
mibeeility which seemed to take possession of 
mankind, Not only through the utter indif- 
ference manifested all oven the known world, 
tothe rovival of arts and sciences, was this 
evinced, but a demoralizing and blinding agent 
of infinitely greater magnitude held the human 
mind in thraldom. Dark and dismal supers 
stitions, wild and strange doctrines—Jegends 
of the past paganism—formed the dogmas of 
ofeven the learned of that ago. Immediately 
after the Crusades arts and sciences were rer 
vived and every species of enlightenment 
bounded irresistibly forward through the dis- 
sipating mazes of ignorance and superstition 
until the 19th century was ushered in, 
when scarcely a shadow of the past remained: 
At this point, it would appear, the acme of 
soholaatic progress was attained. The super- 
atitiqns of the dark ages seem to have been bol- 
lected from the ruing of four centuries hy spme 
spectre hand, refitted, painted with the most fas- 
cinating dyes and handed to the erudite ofthe 
present day: 

Grey haired men, who have attained their 
“three score and ten” tell ug that they receive 
spiritual manifestations,’ that they converse 
with denizens of high Heaven and that they 
can find out for us from their spirit associates, 
the habitations of the spirits of our departed 
relatives, Much of the jugglery employed:in 
olden times to deceive the credulous, and which 
long since fell into disuse, is being revived, and 
aided by the mechanical genius of the presen, 
day is employed to produce “spiritrappings" and 
other “spiritnal agencies” which have but too 
many devotees, It would hardly be a matter of 
surprise ‘to find this folly existing among the 
ignorant classes, but it becomes surprising in- 
deed when we consider that it really pervades 
all classes, In the “spiritual photograph case” 
recently tried in New York, a Judge testified 
that he “believed the photographs to have been 
produced by spiritual agency” that he has “seen 
spirits in their graye clothes, and asserts that 
at a court in Brooklyn, at the trial ofa case in 
which was an action in policy of insurance, he 
saw “standing up bebind the jury the spirit of 
aman whotold me he was the one whose 
lifə and death were involved in the policy *, * 
The appearance of the spirit was shadowy and 
transparent, and I could see meterial objecets 
through it.” Another individual interested in 
the same case believes that he has heard the 
voices of spirits but strangely he never happen- 
ed to see a spirit. 

Now, among the many dupes of spiritualicm; 
and of superstition generally, of whom we 
frequently read, the presence of one class of men 
occasions special surprise—journalists, Some 
ofthe most respectable journals of the doy 
come to hand, containing the details of some 
mysterious occurrence, or phenomena, as they 
might be related by a child six years of age— 
without aneffort at explanation. The “San Jose 
mysteries” are instances of this : (these stories 
must have been read by many of our readers as 
they were copied from the San Jose Patriot 
through most of the newspapers published in 
California) instead of explaining these mys- 
terios, or seeking to do co upon the only lava 
known to govern matter some journals view 
thom with evident dread, declining to give any 
opinion, while othershint spiritual interposition, 
To cite the many incideats which come under 
our observation in which jugglery ond ouper- 
atition prove an overmatch for reason, even in 
well cultivated minds, would fill a largo volume 
and cannot thorefore find room in our columns: 
Questions which, only,balf o century ogo would 
have enlisted the efforts of every thinking mind 
to discover to them a solution are, at present, 
explained ag “spiritual agency’’ by tho major- 
ity of theorists. ; 

Strange that the enlightenment of the press 
ent day should in so many ‘nstances bo trodden 
down, as it were, to give place to this avelliag 
tide of idle fancies? “Strange, however though 


it be, te find this benighting influence to pro- 
vail, and day after day, gathering fresh strength, 
it is gradually extending its dismal wings 
toward the termini of every Christian land. 
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We are permiteed to publish the foltovwing 
extracts from s copy of the oficial report made 
by Col. Dankleberger upon his scouting ez- 
pedition north of the Gila ia the latter part of 
May: 

After having erossed the Gila about eight 
miles below the mouth of the San Padro tte 


porly “kept going down the Gila until we came | 


I provceded up Mineral creek three miles and 
went into camp;” ‘Lhe Colonel bero discovered 
Indian signe and believing that he was in the 
neighborhood of a rancheria took with him a 
party of 25 enlisted n en with a guide and two 
Indian trailors and set out in search of the 
rancheria leaving the balance of his party and 
his pack-train at Mineral ercek, in charge of 
Lieut, Calhoun. “After dark I marched in a 
south-easterly direction up a very steep and 
high mountain; * * by daybreak I reached 
thetop. We halted at a very deep cacon to 
see if we could discover any smreke or fire 
when allat once we heard aome distant sounds 
and hideous yells, My Indian (railers fonnd 
out thattheApaches were haying a ‘war dance’ 
and that they were in the hollow of the cation. 
*  * The Indians seemed much excited, 
A large number of them were sitting upon a 
high point looking in the direction of Mineral 
creek. I goon found that they had not discovered 
my party but were watching my pack-train as 
it proceeded up Mineral creek and I feared 
‘they would attack it be(gre I could reach the 
point from which I could attack with any chance 
ofsuccess, By 9a, m,I reached a high paint 
within three hundred yards of their largest 
rancheria, but could advance no further without 
exposing myself. After marching abont 100 
yards in plain even I was discovered; I fired 
a voliy and rushed on the rancheria and found 
two dead Indians, We also captured two 
children which I abandoned. The rest of the 
Indiaks jumped over high cliffs of rocks; I am 
of the opinion that many of them were killed 
or injured in jumping; two more were shot in 
the bottom of the caiion, they were seen to fall 
and are supposed to be dead, But the Indians 
fired several shots from their other rancherias 
which were distant about 1000 yards; I dis- 
patched 12 men to dislodge them. I then 
burned 52 huts, also many baskets and blankets. 
Many Indians were hidden among the rocks 
but my party was too small to be detached and 
scattered so I juined Lieut, Culhoun and im- 
mediately returned on my trail and reached 
Camp Grant ou the 29th inst.”

New York, May 29.—The brig Morley from 
Porto Cabello, has arrived. When leaving that 
ort she was fired at from the fort, first with a 
blank cartrige and then with a round shot 
which struck her amidship and went through 
her bulwarks but did no other damage. 

Paris, May 29.—The Americans residing in 
Paris have presented an address to General 
Dix, The General has invited 300 Americans 
to a banguet at Grand Hotel on the first of 
June. He leaves Havre for home on the fifth. 

Havana, May 2%7—Advices from Santiago 
de Cuba ot the 16th gives following account of 
the fight with fiillibusters in the bay ot Nipee. 
According to reports the Spaniard surprised 
the espa dilion as it landed from the steamer 
Periot. The Spanish troops attacked the land= 
ing party, capturing their position with five 
guns anda flag; the fillibusterera rallying 
recaptured their position and guns but lost their 
flag, They fired on the Spanish steamer Mar- 
cello putting two balls through her hull. The 
excitement at Nuevitas was intense, and o 
steamer had been dispatched to commnaicate 
with the authorities at Havana. The oteamer 
Perint arrived at Kingston, Jamaica on the 15th 
where she was captured because she had been 
in nge in Cuba. 

Now York, May 26.—It is reported by well 
informed persuna that the Spanish government 
will soon issue o decree requesting all citizens 
of the nations or colonjea residing in foreign 
countries, who own property in Cabs, to regia- 
ter their names within a stated period with the 
nearest congul and take the oath of allegiance 
tothe mother country, otherwise ouch property 
io liable to seizure. 

Washington May 29,—The Indian commis- 
goin has adjurned. No recommendation were 
mado to the President at thio meeting, a9 it 
waa agreed to leave all questions till the com- 
micsion had visited the west. The commission 
was unanimous in the opinion that great abuses 
had grown up with the present system of Ins 
dian treaties, aud that the best interest of tho 


Indians and of the country demanded that nof. 


more treaties bo made.

Up to the Spring of the present year Arizona 
was spoken ofin the Atlantic States as a land 
presenting in general noother appearance than 


points by craggy and naked rocks containing 
minerals of limited’ value, The aboriginal ine 
habitants were looked upon as a people who at 
various times sought to learn civilization in all 
its branches but whose gaod intentions were 
not duly appreciated by. the few white settlers 
in the Territory; these latter, according to the 
preachings of peace societies, were known to 
have repulsed the unfortunate denizen of the 
mountains whenever he sought their counsel or 
instructions. 

So strong were the prejudices which had pos. 
session of the public mind in the Hast, regarding 
Arizona, thas representations, even bythe few 
who had traveled thyough the Territory and 
knew its resources and, therefore, how miscon- 
ceived was the prevailing opinion, were regarded 
as nought. But the people could notforever res 
main in ignorance, anda few remarks by J. Ross 
Browne, in his “Report on the Mineral Re- 
sources of the States and Territories West of 
the Rocky Mountains,” published in 1868, were 
followed by inquiry, until, the country of “hot 
sand and barren rocka” proved to be a land 
where numerous rivers wind through fertile and 
extensive Valleys which, again, repose jn the 
shadows cast by mountains bearing gold, silver, 
copper, iron and lead. The wonderful resources 
of the Territory having become an established 
fact the people with one accord, and apparently 
without bestowing much attention upon what 
they did, next instituted indirect enquiry res 
garding the “wronged Indian” of Arizona and 
were rewarded by the discovery of the facts in 
his case: The New York Herald says “the 
Indian of to-day, is a lazy brutal cut-throat. 
To deal with him upon any other supposition 
isto make him worse.” The truth of this res 
mark, as applied to ihe Indians of Arizona, has 
been proved a hundred times over, and yet the 
same whining policy whicli rendered the Indian 
bold and warlike, which legalized his most 
brutal outrages and which has made him an 
impediment and scourge of civilization, is still 
beihg advocated by political rabb.e who preach 
peace and civilization and advocate the support 
of corrapt Indian agencies, hoping thereby to 
hoodwink the government and turward their 
own ends of cupidity. 

But it may be argued that the people of Ari« 
zona have little cause to complain, now that 
their wish has been gratified in the permission 
given the military within tbe Territory 10 maina 
tain open hostility against the Indians, Wel, 
this, in itself, is a great satisfaction when con- 
sidered in connection with the state of affairs 
six months ago, at which time the Indian drew 
his rations from the government, and thus se~ 
cured fram hunger could afford to spend his 
time in killing settlers and stealing stock. But 
the license so generously given to the troops in 
Arizona, to retaliate upon the savages, is about 
all the encouragement given toward conducting 
thecampaign. ‘J'roops from California were, four 
or five months ago, en route for Arizona. Where 
are they ? We have heard of a company of cav~ 
alry going to Camp McDowell, and one com- 
pany recently passed through this place en rovte 
for Camp Goodwin, and this is about all the 
aid that southern Arizona has received from 
those sons of promise. Do these two com- 
panies comprise the boasted array of which so 
much was spoken and before whose onward 
march tve were led to expect that the Apache 
must fade like the softer beauty from a forest 
landscape at the approach of winter ? Iso, the 
Indian may repose secure; he has nothing to 
fear; at least, no cause to fear extermination 
or decisive subjugation for years to come, 

The dismigsal ofall Indians from the milis 
tary reservations, and the inducements held out 
to military officers to do their fall duty in con- 
ducting hostilities vigorously, some six months 
since, wao evidently a step in the right direc- 
tion. But instead of pursuing this, the only 
path which can lead to the ultimate prosperity 
of Arizona, by sending sufficient troops to carry 
out the design so judiciously conceived. we arg 
left with only about sufficient troops togarrison 
the various military posts. Indeed, the number 
of men who, under the present arrangement, 
romain ondutyat any military post feom which 
a scouting party has been detailed, could hard~ 
ly defend the position trom a party of 150 In- 
dians if these latter were to make an attach, 

Now, if the government has decided to with- 
hold further aid from the Territory, let tho

The Memphis Convention having strongly re“ 
commended the thirty-second:parallel, route as 


?| that offering the greatest natural advantages 


to the conatrnetion of a Southern Pacific rails 
road, hag, beyond a doubt, destroyed the edifice 
of uncertainty within which the hopes of the 
thirty-second parallel men have so long been 
confined. This project backed by the New 
York Tribune in the east, and by the Sacra- 
mento Union in the west, is too strongly forti« 
fied by; opular opinion to be furtaer spoken of 
in the subjunctive.maod, Not only has it been 
proven that the route by the Gila valley is a 
great saving in distance, but, also, that the 
natural obstructions to be removed are of a less 
formidable character, and the grades are not, 
so heavy as those on the. thirty~fifth parallel, 

Already this road is built to Marshall, some 
fifty miles west of Shreveport, and a very con- 
siderable portion of the route west from Marshall 
was graded before the late war, In the face of 
the many advantages of a road on the thirty. 
second parallel, among which is its certain 
perennity of operation when constructed, many 
of the former advocates of the thirty~fifth par~ 
allel are losing confidence in this latter router 
over portions of which, snow has been known 
to fall to the depths of thirty and forty feet, In 
other respects, the following from the Sacra- 
mento Union very comprehensively sets forth 
the relative advantages of the two routs: 

“There is norunning water, and but four or 
five springs on the thirty~fifth parallel in oné 
stretch of 150 miles and in another of 300 
miles; and only one-eighth of the whole dis- 
tance lies along running streams; while by the 
Gila route three-fourths of the distance is 
along running streams, On the thirty-fifth, 
one-fifth of the line is over arid desert and two- 
thirds over a barren waste, Ou the thirty- 
second, about one-tenth is desertand one-tenth 
waste land. On the thirty-fifth, no popu- 
lation but Indians; on the thirty-seconl, one- 
third of the line is now inhabited. Between 
the Colorado and the Pacific the comparison 
is: On the thirty-fifth, 250 miles of desert to 
San Francisco, or 150 to San Diego; On the 
thirty.second, only 75 miles. On the whole 
distance the total rise and fall is nearly double 
by the thirty-fifth parallel; and it has thirty to 
forty miles of grade reaching 116 feet, and 60 
miles of 90 feet and over; while on the thirty- 
second there are but 35 miles over 90 feet 
grade, and none exceeding 100. 

“Allowing for exaggeration of one and depre+ 
ciation of the other route, there is little doubt 
of the superior claims of the Gila route for a 
road to San Diego. Its advocates appear to 
see that the other route may seem more durable 
to those who desire the terminus at San Fran- 
cisco. On this point, they argue that San 
Francisco will gain only ten miles distance over 
the Omaha road by building a road on tho 
thirty-fifth parallel, and that will not lower | 
freights, On the other hand, there will be a 
gain of 300 miles of railroad by way of San 
Diego to New York (or 240 to Chicago); and 
this would save $12 to $15 per ton freight, and 
allow three dollars per ton freight by steamer 
from San Francisco to San Diego, leaving a 
gain of $9 to $12 dollaro, Again the road from 
San Diego to Fort Yuma would cost but 8,000, 
000 dollars and would at once tap the Colos 
rado valley 400 miles south of the point where 
the other road crosses it, and at the mouth of | 
the Gila, thus affording at once a connection | 
with the best part of the country. On the} 
other hand, the northern line would cost $20, 
000,000 additional to branch toSan Francisco, | 
and as much more before it reached any region |

Leavenworth, Kansas June.3—The Times 
has received the following additional particulars 
of Indian massacre at Fossil Creek Station, 
The tongues and hearts were cut out of the 
dead, the calves of the legs were slit down and 
tied under their shoes, pieces of flesh were cut 
from their backs, pieces of telegraph wire 
stuek into their bones, their ears were cut off 
and heads sealped. The Indians then boiled 
the hearts of these men for medicine. 


Washington June 4.—A republican mass 
meeting was broken up last night by a mob; 
pistols were fired, clubs and stones used, and 
two mon severly injured. 

New York, Jane 4—A Cuban expedition 
sailed from the Southern coast on the 29th of 
May which numbered 475 men; all of whom 
were federal or confederate soldiers, Reliable 
information received from interested persons 
ataten that the men and munitions were sefely 
landed and had joined the Cuban forces. The 
expedition was in charge of a distingaish ed 
confederate officer from Louisiana Colonel 
De Bussey. 

Madrid, June 6.—Admiral Topste read Gen, 
Dulee’s Telegram, announcing his resignation 
as Captain General of Cuba, before the Cortes 
lant evening amidst great excitement. Marshal 
Serrano asked for a suspension of judgement 
until the arrival of General Dulee, and until 
the particulars aro known.
